In Roumania the failure of the maize crop means starvation for the peasants, and accordingly they seek to ensure a good harvest by a 
ceremony that resembles the necromancy of the remote parts of Africa. Gypsy girls and women of almost a Hindoo type, wearing nothing 
but a kilt of flowers and leaves, gold and silver charms in their hair, bangles, and a toe-ring with a large stone, go from house to house sing- 
ing a strange rhyme, in which a power invoked as “Babarouda” is implored to send rain that her children may not starve. After they have 
visited every oouse and received a few coppers, they run through the village and are pelted with water by the peasants. Anyone who misses 
throwing some over them is accounted unlucky. In times of great drought the ceremony is observed in the larger towns, and even in the 
outskirts of the capital itself.

FOUND NO FEVER 
IN BLUFF CITY 


Memphis Given Clean bill by 
Mississippi, 


Governor Vardaman and Dr. Hunter, 
Secretary of the Mississippi 
State Board of Health, Made 
Careful Inspection of 
City Yesterday. 


Memphis, Tenn., August 27,—Governor 
Vardaman, of Mississippi, and Dr. J. F. 
Hunter, secretary of the board of health 
of that state, spent today in Memphis 
investigating the report that Mrs. Guer- 
cio, an Italian woman, recently stricken 
with yellow fever at New Orleans con- 
tracted the infection in this city. 

After a thorough investigation both of- 
ficials announced their canviction that 
there is no yellow fever in Memphis and 
the frankness and efficiency of the Mem- 
ghis health officials is commended. The 
following statement was issued: 

“After thorough discussion of the situ- 
ation with Dr. Hebert Jones and other 
members of the board of health and a 
careful personal inspection of the prem- 
ises, occupied by Mrs. Guercio prior to 
her departure for New Orleans, August 
15, together with most of the houses in 
that immediate vicinity, I am convinced 
that there -is no yellow fever or othcr 
serious sickness there. 

“Among the many people interviewed 
by me on my tour of inspection, which 
tT endeavored to make complete, was the 
husband of Mrs, Guercio, and everything 
elicited from these people tended to cor- 
roborate the correctness of the state- 
ment made to me by Dr. Jones and his 
co-laborers. I am greatly pleased with 
the frankness which characterized the 
talk and manner of the Memphis health 
officers about this matter. 

“From what I myself have seen and 
the further assurance of Dr. Heber Jones, 
president of the city board of health, 
and his associates that there is no yel- 
low fever in the city of Memphis, I will 
accept their statement as true, and the 
Mississippi state board of health will. 
not quarantine against Memphis. 

‘“(Signed) J. F. HUNTER, M. D., 
“Secretary Mississippi State Board of 

Health.” 

“Having been presenf at the conference 
between Dr. Jones and Dr. Hunter, aad 
being satisfied with Dr. Hunter’s inves- 
tigation, and from the further fact that 
T am convinced that the Memphis health 
officers are acting in good faith with 
the people of Mississippi, I approve the 
above. (Signed)

Report from Gulf Coast. 

Jackson, Miss., August 27.—No new 
eases of deaths is the report from Mlb>- 
sissippi City and Gulfport received at the 
office of the staie board of health to- 
night. Additional troops have been or- 
dereg to strengthen the coast quaran- 
tine. 

Cold Alone Will Stamp It Out. 

Pensacola, Fila., August 27.—Dr. J. 
Y. Porter, state health officer and as- 
sistant surgeon of the marine hospital 
service, who is here today, expressed 
the opinion that yellow fever is. not 
likely to spread in New Orleans as it 
has in the past, wut ne does not be- 
lieve the disease will be entirely stamped 
out before cold weather. Dr. Porter 
said: 

“The time to commence work to erad- 
icate the mosquito and to clean up is 
winter. This was shown by the manner 
in which Havana was cleaned. Most 
of the work was done during the win- 
ter season and when summer appeared 
it found the city in good condition. You

PEACE HANGING 
BY ONE THREAD

favor and Russia, recognizing that she 
had been beaten and preferring peace to 
the continuation of the war had agreed 
to cede every point involved in the quar- 
rel. She was willing to allow full swing 
in Korea, she was willing to get out of 
Manchuria, bag and baggage, and com- 
mit herself to the recognition of China’s 
integrity and the policy of “The open 
door.’” But Japan insisted upon tribute 
and because Russia refused, prolongs 
the carnage. In that act they contend 
Japan would change the purpose and 
character of the war which would cease 
to be no longer one of principle but de- 
generate into a war for the exaction of 
money, 

Japanese Worried. 

There is no doubt that the Japanese 
are worried over this aspect of the situa- 
tion, and they do not propose to be placed 
in this position if it can be helped. With 
the Sentiment existing in Japan demand- 
ing relmbursement for the expenses of 
the war, a money paywnent beyond what 
would be obtained for the maintenance 
of Russian prisoners and the Chinese 
eastern railroad could not be foregone, 
But if redemption by Russia could be 
placed upon purely a commercial basis, 
Russia might agree to it. Logic points 
in this direction for the ultimate com- 
promise if there is to be one. 

Whether the president has renewed hia 
efforts, cannot be ascertained here. His 
former suggestion for a compromise 
failed. He made his appeal simulta- 
neously to both the czar and the empe- 
ror of Japan. He proposed the “indem- 
nity—Sakhalin” combination, but not In 
the form in which it was presented by 
Baron Komura at Wednesday's meet- 
ing. Instead of setting the price (1,200,- 
009,000 yen, the estimated cost of the 
war), he suggested that if an agreement 


could not be reached the fixing of the 


price should be left to a board of com- 
mission. But Japan insisted upon iIn- 
serting the sum and thus made it impos- 
sible, in view of the Russian declaration 
to accept it. BEmperor Nicholas refused 
to go farther, in addition of the conces- 


sions already made, than to agree to the 


cession of half of Sakhalin. 

According to a high Russian authority 
who has been in a position to see Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's communication propos- 
ing a compromise, it quite clearly show- 
ed that the president considered that 
Japan’s victories gave her the right to 
ask for an indemnity, in fact, if not in 
name, and was also entitled to Sakhalin 
and that her military occupation of Sak- 


halin gave her the right to the island. 


Roosevelt’s Action, 

The president’s friends, however, claim 
that when the full text of his proposi- 
tion is before the world, all criticism 
must cease. It is well, therefore, again 
to repeat the statement telegraphed last 
night, which comes from one in full pos- 
session of the entire action taken by 
President Roosevelt: 

“If the civilized world could know at 
this time the precise nature of the prop- 
ositions made: to Russia and Japan by 
President Roosevelt, it would seem that 
the force of public opinion, of the great 
neutral opinion of the world would in- 
duce the plenipotenflaries and their gov- 
ernments to pause and consider seriously 
the results before breaking up finaliy 
the present conference without an agree- 
ment. Indeed they might scarcely dare, 
in the face of the world’s Opinion, re- 
fuse to accept in principle, at least, the 
suggestions offered by the president.” 
Assistant Secretary Peirce, after the 
announcement of the devision to adjourn

CUMMINS ASKED 
TO SHOW CARDS 


Shaw Claims He Was Quoted 
Incorrectly, 


However, Secretary of Treasury Says 
What Cummins Alleged He 
Said Is True, Though He 
(Shaw) Made No Such 
Statement. 


Chicago, August 27.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw today made puD- 
lic the following letter written to Gover- 
nor A. B. Cummins, of lowa, in reply 
to statements made by Governor Cummins 
before the recent reciprocity convention at 
Chicago: 

“Chicago, August 26.—My Dear Gover- 
nor Cummins: In a carefully prepared 
address, delivered before the reciprocity 
convention at Chicago, which the papers 
say you read, ‘lest you might be mis- 
reported,’ you used this language: 

““*The secretary of the treasury in a 
speech recently delivered in Des Moines 
is reported as saying that the explanation 
of the refusal of the senate to consider 
the Frenah treaty is that it gives every- 
thing to France and nothing to the United 
States. I must do him the justice to be- 
lieve that he never read he treaty, for 
otherwise he has committed a grave of- 
fense against the proprieties of debate.’ 

Made No Such Statement. 

“T did not see that portion of your ad- 
dress until I came west, and thhave de- 
layed writing that { might ascertain 
where I was reported to have made such 
a statement. I knew I did noi gay it, or 
anything that could be so interpreted, but 
The 
occasion was an informal luncheon and 
the speech was impromptu, though not 
extemporaneous, 

“IT find that both of the Des Moines re- 
publican daily papers represented at the 
luncheon repofted me as saying I was 
an enthusiast among those who favored 
the reciprocity treaties, Among these 
treaties was one with France. The French 
contract gave her an advantage in en- 
tering the American market over every 
other country on seventy articles, in con- 
sideration of which she agreed to apply 
her minimum tariff to our exports to 
France, except as to twenty articles, in- 
cluding horses, butter, eggs, cheese, 
leather goods, machines (machine tool) 
dynamos, ete, That is, if we would treat 
France better than we did any other 
country, France would treat us about as 
wel! as she did any other nation, 

“Of course, the treaty was not rati- 
fied. d say, ‘of course.’ I mean mere- 
ly to cay it was not ratified. There were 
those in the senate who declared that 
they did not believe this naiion shouid 
discriminate against Great Britain, where 
we sell $500,000,000 of our exports for 
the benefit of a nation which takes less 
than $200,000,000. 

Report True, Nevertheless. 

‘While the report is not verbatim, it is 
substantially correct. Whether I read 
the treaty before making the statement 
is relatively of Httle importance, but if 
the treaty as negotiated did not give 
France a reduction from our regular tariff 
rates on substantially seventy articles, 
(to be exact, sixty-nine), counting every 
variety of silk manufacture as one artl- 
cle, then it may be conceded that I had

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Why They Want Sakhalin. 


bears the same relation to Russian 
possessions in the Orient that Long 
Island does to the United States or 
the Isle of Wight to England, and 
that in consequence Russia cannot be 
expected under any circumstances to 
part with the island, assumes, of 
course, that Russia has a right to 
dominate Asia. It is a claim ad- 
vanced with characteristic nerve, for 
it carries with it the assumption that 
the rest of the world has no knowl- 
edge of the methods by which Russla 
forced Japan to part with the island 
some years ago. 

As a matter of fact, both geograph- 
ically and geologically the island is a 
part of the Japanese archipelago. It 
never should have been wrested from 
Japan’s control in the first place, and 
now that the Japanese armies are in 
possession, it should remain Japanese 
territory. 

The claim of the Russian envoys 
that the island has great strategic 
value and that its possession by “an 
ambitious nation like Japan” would 
be dangerous to Russian interests, 
has very little substance. But despite 
its bleakness, it seems to be a prize 
worth fighting over diplomatically, 
and neither Russia nor Japan can be 
blamed for doing its utmost to secure 
possession. 

In size it is about as big as Bel- 
gium and Holland put together. It is 
narrow and “ribbon-like, stretching 
along the coast of Siberia for a dis- 
tance of 670 miles. Its climate is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, but it possesses a 
number of other things worth having. 
There is no agricultural land on Sak- 
halin, at least not any to speak of. 
The character of the country is so 
depressing that the Russian prisoners 
sent there give it the picturesque title 
“Phe Isle of the Lost.” 

But if a writer in The Boston Tran- 
script is to be believed, it is an isle 
of potential wealth. There are dense 
forests practically untouched. Then 
there is abundant coal, which an en- 
terprising nation like Japan could de- 
velop. There are, too, oll regions 
within comparatively easy access to 
the coast, said to be richer than the 
oi] regions of America. In these days 
when oil comes very near ruling the 
world, this new oil field may well be 
regarded a prize worth striving for. 
High officials of the Russian govern- 
ment, it is said, were back of the 
Russian Sakhalin Oi] Company, which 
enjoyed a monopoly of these fields 
and expected, with the aid of very 
cheap labor, to turn out from 600,000 
to 700,000 tons of oil a year and con- 
trol the oi] business of the Orient. 

The fisheries, regarded of very 
great value, are today the chief source 
of the island’s wealth. The Russians 
have never developed these fisheries 
to their full possibilities and have not 
opened them to the Japanese. It is 
suggested that if Japan secures con- 
tro] these Sakhalin fisheries may rival 
those of Newfoundland. 

The Japanese need fish to eat and 
they need fish for another purpose. 
Fish is indispensable as fertilizer to 
rice growing in Japan. In this re- 
spect the agricultural interests of Ja- 
pan depend upon the fish brought 
from Sakhalin and north Japan for 
use as fertilizer. 

So it may be seen that though there. 
may be none of that great gold and 
mineral wealth which has been pic- 
tured, there is enough in Sakhalin to 
make it a very valuable possession in 
the eyes of the Japanese and, entirely 
irrespective of the question of mili- 
tary strategy, there is enough in the 
island to warrant the Russians in 
struggling to hold ‘t, 


Study Your Children. 

An article well worth the consid- 
eration of parents on the change of 
disposition in children is in the cur- 
rent number of American Medicine. 

The writer points out that the 
change of disposition in children is 
often wrongly interpreted, both pa- 
rents and teachers often having re- 
course to various means to secure 
improvement—such as reprimanding, 
forcing, depriving of food, etc.—al- 
though conditions grow worse instead 
of improving. For example, a child 
heretofore enjoying good health sud- 
denly seems to undergo a_ radicas 
change in temperament or habit; he 
becomes slow in his actions, takes 
more time than usual in eating, dress- 
ing, studying; his intellectual facul- 
ties become less vivid, memory fails, 
he lacks attention. The condition is 
diagnosed as “laziness” and bodily 
punishment is inflicted. The writer 
&§0es on to say: 

A child Mke this {s certainly 11], and 


coercive training will not improve the 
condition, but strictly medical attention. 


‘The subject is certainly important from 


a practical] standpoint, as the future of 
such a patient depends upon the early 
recognition of the pathological condition. 
It should be borne in mind by every pa- 
rent or teacher. Cheerfulness, laugnter, 
vividness are all attributes of youth, and 
if these characteristic features of child- 


hood are rapidly replaced by lassitude and 
impairment of intelligence, the condition 
is undoubtedly morbid, 

And how often do parents perceive 
this condition in their growing chil- 
dren without dreaming that it has a 
physica] cause more serious than that 
of “growing so fast.’ It has both a 
physical and a psychological cause, 
and it is the duty of the parent in- 
stead of continually nagging at and 
whipping the child for its seeming 
laziness, insubordination and utter 
heedlessness, to see that the little 
one has the medicine. diet, exercise 
or whatever is needful to get nature 
on the right track again. Often the 
trouble is vitiated blood, thin blood, a 
torpid liver, a morbid nervous tem- 
perament, or a dozen other possible 
physical derangements. Sometimes 
the innocent little sufferer is on the 
verge of epilepsy, Saint Vitus dance,

before the parent will believe he is 
sick and not “lazy and no account.” 
Children, especially in the city, have 
to be given the best of care if their 
health is to be preserved and their 
developing minds cultivated to the 
best advantage for the child's future. 
it is a commonplace fact little recog- 
nized by the lay observer that a 
great many children do not get 
enough to eat, and a great many more 
who may get enough to eat do not get 
the right things to eat. §&till more 
do not get enough healthy exercise 
in the fresh air. 

The tendency of parents in this 


forget that childhood is a world apart, 
with little in common with the adult 
world. They try to make little men 
and women of their young boys and 
giris, forcing them beyond their years 
either in work of body or mind, and 
denying to them the happy physical 
and mental abandon of childhood. A 
child to be healthy must be a child 
in every sense. There are too many 
juvenile monstrosities in our incon- 
siderate, swift-paced American life. 
We have heard much of race suicide 
of late, but we might hear equally 
disquieting things about children who 
are allowed to have no childhood, 
whose poor young lives are made un- 
bearable by parental irritability and 
abuse, and who find early graves be- 
cause their physical, mora] and spir- 
itua]l condition was never understood 
at home. 

Above all, looking at the psycholog- 
ical side of childhood, the child is 
different in his mental processes 
from an adult. He lives in the mystic 
realm of the imagination, the play- 
fellow and companion of faery fan- 
tasies, and the parent who is apt to 
mistake illness or curonic invalidism 
tor laziness in his child is quick to 
see nothing but a propensity to “tell 
stories” in the indulgence of the little 
dreamer’s imaginative faculties, with 
whipping as the solution. In the esti- 
mation of many parents who do not 
know childhood at all, the little one 
is simply an incorrigible idler and 
liar—who must have these _ vices 
beaten out of him. 

Let parents study the peculiarities 
of their children more and get in 
closer sympathy with the mysteries 
of childhood. We dare say they will 
do better by their children and make 
them better children if they do.

gress; but Senator Long understands 
fully, if the Filipinos do not, that the 
shaping of the republican policy upon 
the tariff question is in the hands 
of the stand-pat element and that, in 
consequence, free trade with the Phil- 
ippine islands is a long way off. 

Perhaps it would be just as well for 
those Filipinos to reserve their re- 
joicings over the “effectiveness”. of 
Senator Long’s free trade -speeches 
until they find those speeches bring- 
ing tangible results.

Prison Commission To Meet. 

The prison commission will be in session 
for the September meeting on Monday, 
September 4. The panmdon uocket is not 
a very extensive one, and the commis- 
sion will doubtless spend most of the 
time discussing plans for the state re- 
formatory, soon to be constructed under 
their supervision. 

Following this meeting the commission 
will, at an early date, make a visit to 
the state farm in Baldwin county for 
the purpose of selecting a site for this 
institution. The reformatory will be lo- 
cated at some point on the state lands 
there as remote as possible from the 
penitentiary farm, as it is the announced 
intention of the commission to keep this 
institution distinct and separate from the 
penitentiary system, As soon as the 
site is chosen the commissjon will ar- 
range at once for the construction of a 
large stone building, most of the work 
on which will be done by convict labor, 
as this will result in a great saving to 
the state. The commission will not be 
able before next spring, however, to an- 
nounce the opening of the reformatory 
for the reception of inmates. When it 
does open it is expected it will have 
about 125 inmates from the start. 


The Crop Report. 

On next Tuesday or Wednesday the 
state department of agriculture will make 
public its crop report for August. Some 
300 to 400 replies have already been 
received, out of 1,000 requests for in- 
formation sent out to all parts of the 
state and as many more are expected} 
to be in hand by today.

Maybe that would let me pass along 
the line without having to unpack my 
sample case in order to satisfy some of 
those quarantine officers who don’t know 
their work. For six days I was tieqd up 
in Knoxville because I couldn't make 
the health man up there believe I hadn't 
been at some infected point. I'd rather 
have the yellow fever than to be sub- 
jected to those inconveniences. Sure I 
had.’’ 

Than Ed Ward there are few better or 
more extensively known treveling men. 
For a quarter of a century he has been 
traveling for the same house and three to 
four times every year he takes In every 
Georgia town having 400 people as well 
as same class of cities in every south- 
ern state.

NEGRO HANGED 
BY MASKED MOB 


Lynching of John Moore, at 
Newbern, N. C.. Yester- 
day Morning, 


Newberh, WN. C.. August 27.—Jonn 
Moore, a negro 20 years of age, was 
taken from Craven county jail, In this 
city, early today and lynched by a mob 
of 100 masked men, armed with rifles 
and revolvers, 

With his hands tied behind him, the 
negro was led out about a third of a 
mile from the jail to the draw of Neuse 
river bridge, hanged to one of its braces, 
and his body riddled with bullets. 

The mob attacked the jail between | 
and 2 o'clock this morning. Entrance 
to the jail was effected by forcing the 
jailer to surrender the keys. As soon 
as the attack was discovered the naval 
reserves were called out ¢n an attempt 
to prevent the lynching. Crowds rushed 
to the bridge. Sheriff J. W. Biddle was 
quickly on the scene pleading that Moore 
be left to the law, but his efforts were 
unavailing, and the mob carried out iis 
plans. 

Moore entered the country store of 
George Eubanks, at Clarks, 7 miles from 
Newbern, last Friday, when the proprie- 
tor's wife was the only one in. The 
negro attempted robbery, and struck Mrs. 
Eubanks on the head with a meat axe, 
fracturing bones and inflicting injuries 
Which, if they do not prove fatal, wiil 
at least cause not only disfigurement, but 
jire-iong sullering. Mrs. Kubanks 
screamed, and people came to her rescue. 
The negro fled, but was captured in a 
Swamp after a chase of a few miles, 
and was placed in jail. 


FARMERS OF FOUR COUNTIES 


Meet at Curley, Ala., and Are Aa- 
dressed by Prominent Men. 
Huntsville, Ala.. August 28.—(Special)— 
Hon, B. B. Comer, Congressman wil- 
liam Richardson, Hon. William H. Sey- 
mour, Senator Robert E. Spragins, Dr. 
J. A. R. Lovett, and other distinguished 
orators delivered addresses at a big far- 
mers’ rally and barbecue at Curfey 
Saturday afternoon. There was a crowd

He said the same lawe 
that govern the people of Alabama should 
govern the railroads, and that there 
should be no discrimination favoring the 
corporations.

Mexico City, August 27.—A project is 
under consideration in the department of 
mines for amending the laws relating to 
oil and coal lands so that instead of be- 
ing the sole property of owners, as at 
present ,oil and coal deposits may be 
expropriated as ;s the case with lands 
containing metals.

FARM CORRESPONDENCE, 


ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY IN- 
STHAD OF FORTY BUSHELS. OF 
CORN PER ACRE, 

Cc. R. King, M. D., 512 Austell Build- 
ing, Atlanta, Ga.—I want, through your 
valuable columns, to tell the farmers 
something I heard at our reunion. An old 
soldier said it was a fact he had dis- 
covered it and tried it twenty-five years. 
“Now, boys, I want to tell you how 
to make an acre of ground pro.uce 1!20 
bushels of corn where you get 40 bush- 
els, and it requires very rich or highly 
fert,lized land under the old met.iod of 
pulling off the suckers to make 40 bush- 
els of corn to the acre, because in pull- 
ing off the suckers that that rich land 
produces you often almost pull up the 
main stalk, breaking all its fine roots. 
Why? Because your daddy and your 
grand daddy did. Why? Because they 
(as many men today) did not know any 
better. They did it to keep the suckers 
from impoverishing the main stalk in 
order that the main stalk might be able 
to mature one big ear of corn ‘and four 
nubbins for the old cow.’ ‘uiuwey did it 
because they knew that to leave all the 
main stalk would produce nothing and 
only the tassle of the suckers would 
bear scattered grains of corn. I learned 
many years ago that is all wrong. 
plant my oorn in rows 6 feet apart, one 
grain 3 feet apart in the drill. If the 
ground be rich or highly fertilized, 7.11 
put out several suckers—three to five. 
When it is about | foot high I go 
through it, out out the parent stalk with 
a sharp knife, never disturb the roots 
by pulling the stalk almost out of the 
ground by trying to pull off thé strong, 
healthy sucker. Then with the main 
stalk removed each sucker will make a 
large stalk and bear two fine ears of 
corn to each stalk, making often s-x 
to ten ears of corn to the hill instead of 
two, and often one and a nubbin, with 
three to four times as much fodder. 
Often 120 bushels of corn to the acre 
instead of 40 bushels by the old method 
of almost rulning your corn stalk by 
pulling off the suckers.” 

A gentleman standing by from south- 
east Georgia (while the speaker was from 
north Alabama) said: “I know this 
year there came up in my hog pen a 
stalk of corn and a worm cut the bud 
out Gt was near my corn .-.-.d), and it 
suckered out freely and each sucker 
made two full ears of oorn.”’ 
This statement helped to prove what 
the old man said was so. And causes 
us to think further along that line. Is 
it possible that the farmer can cut out 
the main stalk at the right time and 
and force each hill to put up suckers 
as was the case when the worm cut 
the bud out of the corn plant in the 
hog pen? If some good man will read 
this, remember it and try one acre of 
very rich land and it proves to be a 
fact that by th Js process any ordinary 
corn can, on rich land, be made to pro- 
duce 120 bushels of corn insteaa of 40 
bushels and three times as much fodder 
as by the old plan of almost tearing the 
corn up by the roots trying to pull of 
the suckers, then let him or all of them 
who try it, write it up in our agricul- 
tural papers and request every county 
in the United States to republish it that 
every farmer may know it, 

Comment—I publish the above for what 
it may be worth, with the remark that 
the old soldier was possibly ‘‘talking 
through his hat.”” The suckers may not 
be forced to produced well developed 
ears at the right place by simply cut- 
ting down the main stalk. Occasionally 
a stalk of corn will produce a true ear 
(or ears) on what appears to be a suck- 
er, but what is in fact a tiller (as in 
case of oats, wheat, rye, etc.) There 
is at least one variety of corn, Brazil/an 
flour corn, that sends up one or more 
tillers and these produce true ears. But 
whether a supposed sucker will produce 
a true ear or only an abortive attempt 
(a sort of monstrosity) on tne tassle, 
is determined beforehand and may not 
be diverted from its mission by any- 
thing man can do. 

Moreover, the yield of corn per acre is 
determined more by the cond.tion and 
preparation of the soil, the quantity of 
available plant food it contailns and the 
amount of rainfall than upon the num- 
ber of stalks. If the corn be properly 
spaced at the start the suckers should 
be pulled off. At least it is true that 
if left the suckers will add nothing to 
the yield. 


SUGAR BEETS FOR HOGS. 

H. Cc. M., Rome, Ga.—I am raising a 
larger amount of hogs than formerly. 
In connection with other feed for them 
I have raised one-half ton of while 
sugar beets. Please tell me the most 
economica] and profitable way to ied 
them, whether cooked or uncooked, and, 
if cooked, what other ingredients to 
mix with them? 

Answer—Mix the sliced, or boileqg and 
mashed, sugar beets with corn meal at 


the rate of 6 to 8 pounds of beets to 
one pound of corn meal. If you have a 
root slicer use it and feed the _ beets 
raw with the meal, if the hogs willl eat 
them. Cooking does not add. to their 
value. One pound of corn meal is equal 
in feeding value to about six pounds 
of first-rate sugar beets. 


CHICKORY CULTURE. 

A Reader, Gilliam, W. Va.—Can you 
or some of your readers give me some 
information on chickory? When and 
how harvested? How prepared for use 
ang how served? Any information wil 
be appreciated. 

Answer—Chickory is the common name 
for the plant cichorium intybus, culti- 
vated very extensively in Europe for 
the sake of its fleshy roots, which arc 
dried and ground for use as an adulicer- 
ant, Or a8 a substitute for coffee. It is 
cultivated to some extent in this coun- 
try, and the plant may be occasionally 
sean around old settlements. One specics 
of the genus is our garden endive, 
which is used as a salad. The root re- 
sembies that of the common dandelion, 
which belongs to the same family. I 
am not acquainted with the details of 
the culture of chickory. will some one 
who knows please tell us about it?

RUST IN COTTON. 
| To 8S. H Boswell, Ashville, Ala.—You 
«sk if 1 “know of anything that will stop 
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ithe rust in cotton,” etc. My answer is 
that.I know of no remedy that will cure 
the disease in cotton which we call rust. 
It is not a fungus disease, as some have 
supposed, but it is caused by some pecu- 
llar condition of the soil. Many suppose 
that it is caused by jack of potash in the 
eoll and the remedy proposed is the ap- 
plication of a fertilizer containing a jib- 
eral percentage of potash. Hence the lib- 
eral use of potash to soils known to be 
sudject to rust of cotton is extensively 
practked. My own belief is that the 
Cause bs not yet fully understood. I be- 
lieve that rotation of crops and liberal 
fertilizing with a properly ‘“‘balanced”’ fer- 
tilizer is the proper course to pursue. 


ANOHER WAY TO CURE PEA-VINE 
HAY, 


C. M. W., Point Peter, Ga.—I noticed 
your answer to inquiry as to best method 
of curing pea-vine hay in Monday's Con- 
stitution. I have had about (fifty 
years’ experience and finally learned a 
plan in 1898 which takes less Jabor than 
any other plan and has been so effective 
that I have lost none since 1/898, al- 
though I have had as much as thirteen 
inches of rain during the month of Au- 
gust after hay was cut. 

Now the plan: Start your moweér soon 
as dew is off in the morning; start rake 
immediately and stack before the vines 
wilt a particle, if possible. Stack as fol- 
lows: Have a lot of stakes two and a 
half feet long, take three stakes for each 
Stack, drive them in the ground three 
feet apart, forming an equilateral trian- 
Ble; olace @ wad of vines on each stake 
'and build your stacks on this foundation 
| about six feet high (to build higher it is 
apt to turn over), let stand till thoroughly 
| cured, which wil] take six to eight weeks. 
| Thus you have a bulk about four or five 
| feet in dlameter and five feet high. The 
stakes cut off moisture from the ground, 
which would otherwise permeate the 
whole mass iby capillary attraction. The 
vines wil) shed water -perfectly and the 
bulk is not sufficient to heat: it will dry 
Out gradually, retaining almost a green 
color and holding the leaves, and I have 
seen the hay left in fhese smal] stacks 
until January without serious injury. 

The main thing with pea-vine hay is to 
let it remain in the field till cured and 
never let rain or gunshine on it before 
stacked, then it will hold its leaves. 

This is decidedly the best plan of curing 
all kinds of hay, only other kinds may be 
carried to barn much earlier. It !s prop- 
er for me to say that I got this plan 
from Mr. Ran J. Arnold. of this county,

WEEDS TURNED UNDER FOR OATS. 

“Mack,” Laurinburg, N. C.—I have 
some ten acres of black loamy bottom 
land that the excessive wet spring pre- 
vented planting and cultivatin It has a 
fair crop of hog weed ont it (6 to 8 
feet high) that I am now turning under 
with a disc plow, cutting a furrow 1!2 
inches wide and 8 to |G _ inches ieep, 
covering the weeds fairly well. The r01 
instead of being a continuoug ro‘'l s 
broken, thus leaving the land very rough, 
and harrowing {ft is quite a job. This 
quantity of green matter turned under 
now will furnish an abundance of vege- 
table matter for oats in September, Oc- 
tober and if I can keep if from sour- 
ing the soll too much ought to mak2 a 
fine crop. What should I put on :t to 
keep the acidity in check and secure a 
stand of grain? I purpose keeping the 
land harrowed to have it In fine tilth by 
planting time. 

Answer—A sharp sprinkling of a!r- 
slacked lime, say 20 bushels per az-re, 
would hasten the decomposition of the 
mass Of vegetable matter that you are 
now turning down and tend to neutralize 
the sourness. I will remark, however, 
that the turning down of a consider ib'e 
mass of weeds, or other plants, such as 
cow peas, clover, etc., is not an ideal 
| preparation for a crop of fall sown whaat, 
and IT infer that such a preparation would 
not be best for oats, The partly decayed 
weeds cause the soll w be too open and 
porous—a condition certainly not ‘favor- 
able for wheat, a fact that I might have 
learned in a cheaper achool than exoveri- 
ence but did not. I did just such a thing 
as you are doing, thinking that I would 
get a fine crop of wheat. The weeds 
were hog weeds, hut with the difference 
that I turned fhem down late in October 
and sowed the wheat within a few 
weeks, The result was a flat failure, J 
then learned from reading that such a 
preparation was not advisable for whaat, 
at least, and I have always given oats 
the benefit of the doubt. 


WEBVILS IN PEAS. 

L. B. Jones, Belzoni, Miss.—Please give 
me through your paper @ remedy to keep 
weevils out of peas. Answer through 
Tri-Weekly paper.

LUCBRNE ON SANDY SOIL FOR PAS. 
URE. 

J. P. Pearson—Could sandy pine land 
with yellow sand subsoil be made rich 
enough to grow’ lucedne? What time 
should it be sown for winter pasture? 
Would ft injure cotton to run one or two 
furrows to the row at this time of year 
and sow rye for winter pasture? 

Answer—A sandy loam, made very rich, 
is the very place for lucerne (alfalfa), 
such a lecation and condition ag would 
produce a fine yleld of sugarcane, or 
forty to fifty bushels of corn, would pro- 
duce a satisfactory growth of clover. The 
proper time to sow the seeds is in Sep- 
tember or October, after thoroughly pre- 
paring and fertilizing (or manuring) the 
land, provided you can have a g00d sea- 
son in the ground—sufficient to bring up 
the seed promptly. [f the seed lie in the 
ground until the winter raing Set in and 
then come up the chances are that the 
young plants will be killed by the first 
heavy frost. I advise you to s0w in rows 
30 inches apart, just as you would sow 
rutabaga turnips, so that the land can 
be tilled with cultivator or scrape. Lu- 
cerne is not so wel] adapted to grazing 
and certainly should not be pastured be- 
fore it is in its third year, and then not 
heavily. It is particularly suited for 
green soiling and for hay. YOu may also 
sow the seeds in March or April.

INSECTS ON COTTON. 

R. W. L., Jameson, Ala. I am sending 
you some insects caught in my cotton 
field. I have corn in my cotton field 
I had pulled the fodder in hands and 
hung it on the stalks and when I would 
take down a hand these insects would 
fall out on the ground. There is some 
insect that is ruining my cotton. Tt 
seems that they sting the boll, or bdierce 
it, causing it to turn biack In spots, and 
crack open in a few days and is no 
good. I have found stalks with as many 
as twelve bolis ruined in that way. I 
sent you sOme bolls last year that wers 
damaged the same way. After the bolls 
begin to rot some of them have iitt!e 
white worms in them. Please let me 
know what you think. 

To Mr. R. W. Lee, Jameson, Ala rf 
received your letter and also the insects 
enclosed in bottle. I am quite sure that 
the insécts have not done any dainage 
to your corn or fodder, nor its it ilkely 
that they have had anyihing to do wtih 
your cotton. The worms that you se 
in the rotten bolis are possibly the larvas 
of a scavenger beetle that delights to 
live in decaying vegetable matter. 

The bolls of cotton indicate unmistaka- 
bly that they are infected with the dis- 
ease knOwn as anthracnose. There 's no 
cure for this disease after the seed he- 
comes thoroughly infected. The usnly 
thing you can do to get rid of it ts to zet 
rid of your seed, and get fresh seed from 
a farm where this disease has not :aade 
its appearance. The spores hybernate in 
the seed and will develop when inrese 
infected seed are planted the next year 

The anthracnose causes the boll to 
rot and then the scavenger insects at- 
tack the rotted boll and cause the im- 
pression upon the mind of a layman, that 
these scavengers were the cause of the 
rot, when in truth they are simply ‘he 
result.

Do not 
put to work within an hour after eating 
a ful} mean. The above course of cop- 
peras, saltpeter and nux vomica may be 
gwen unti] the ten ounces are exnaust- 
ed: then skip two or three weeks and 
repeat the course.

GRASS CULTURE. 

George W .Carter, Burt, Ga.—I have a 
lot of land which I wish to fence and 
convert into a pasture for cows and 
hogs. The greater part is woodland, 
oak and pine. 

There are about 50 acres of flat pond 
that I wish to plant in grass. This 
has a gray clay subsofl, and after heavy 
rains {t takes a day or two dry. I want 
to know what you would advise, viz: 
(1.) What kind of grass or grasses would 
he suitable for permanent pasture? How 
much seed to acre? (2). What time 
and in what way should it me planted? 

Answer: (1). On the 50 acres of “‘flat

(2). Prepare by clearing away all un- 
dergrowth and thinning other trees until 
the surface will not be more than one- 
half or two-thirds shaded. Plow shal- 
low, harrow until fine, removing all 
brush and trash. Sow on a freshly har- 
rowed surface any time in October. 

The above amounts, etc., are on the 
assumption that the soll is good. It is 
useless to sow cultivated grasses on or- 
unless liberally fertilized.
